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A YOUNG NEGRO MEETS A HORRI-
BLE DEATH.

The Eleven-Year-Old Son of Alfred
Tisdale Fearfully
Mangled.

The little eleven-year-old son of
Albert Tisdale,a well kl;m'.'n and
highly respected colored man who
lives about four miles from Kings
tree, across Black river, was kill
ed by a mule last Sunday morn-
ing. The little boy must have
suffered terribly hefore he was
rendered unconscious.

From what can be learned
about the killing it seems that the
boy tonk the mule out to graze,
as he usually did, early Sunday
morning. The animal had ona
halter and to this was attached a
long rope. by which the boy led
tbe mule into the woods. He had
tied the end of the rope around
his wnst, and this act cost him
his life. The mule evidently be-
came [rightened and ran at a
great speed towards home. The
boy’s hand being tied to the rope
he could not loosen himself and
was dragged over the rough
ground, through woods, over logs,
brush, ect., siriking trees and
stumps, for a distance of over
two miles. IHis body was horribly

beaten aund bruised. the bones
being near'y all broken, When

found he was, of ¢urse in an
never recovered, dying within a
short time.

The rope broke when some dis-
tance from the home of the boy
and the poor little fellow was left
lying bleeding and helpless in the
woods. The mule ran on home
and when Tisdale saw 1t with the
rope broken, he immediately went
out to Jook for his son, finding
him as above stated. A physi-
cian was at once summoned, but
it was too late.
